As the oil is used in the crank case it 
becomes diluted with fuel oil that es 
ca pes past the piston, and it may col 
Iect a certain amount of fine metal 
particles and pieces of carbon

engine, but if it is a llowed to stand 
in an open metnl container much of 
the fuel oil ev a pora tes and the solid 
material settles to the bottom
